Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-79, 113-123 & 141-150 have been allowed (See previous Office 
Action). 

Claims 124-131 &151-152 are allowed in this office action. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Kubo et al. (US 3,860,956) and Merrill et al. (US 6,150,683) appear to be the 
closest prior art references. However, these references fail to teach that a photosensor 
formed in each one of said first, second and third defined reigons.
